AWARD 

This is a reference undei Section 10(1 )(d) of (he Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

The questions referred for the adjudication of this Tribunal 


1. Whether the action of the management of Newton 
Chiekli Colliery, Post Office Parasia of Stoppage of 
work of Shri Devendru Kumar Sliarma, Eleclnc 
Winder with effect fiom the 1 5th November, 1971 
is justified? If not to what relief is the said work- 
man entitled? 

2. Whether the demand of Bhaintlya Koyala Khadan 
Mazdoor Sangh, Post Office Chandametta that Shli 
Devendra Kumar Shurma should be paid wages of 
Category V as per lecommendation of tile Wage 
Board for Coal Mining Industry by the management 
of Newton Chiekli Colliery, Post Office Paiasia is 
justified? If so, to what relief the said workman 
is entitled and from which date? 

It was staled on behalf of the management of the Collieiy 
that he was a temporary worker in the Newton Chiekli 
Collieiy (heieinafler called the Colliery) and his services 
were wrongly terminated on 15-11-1971. Accouling to bin), 
he was asked at about 4.30 P.M. to work overtime. Since 
he was hungry be wanted an hour’s lest for laking his meal. 
The Workshop Engineer icfused this request. He again 
asked for being allowed to go to Canteen foi a short while 
for taking refreshment, but this too was not allowed. He 
then asked for being paid for working overtime. Upon this 
the Chief Engineer became infuriated and asked him to leave 
the Colliery and he was not allowed to work. He made 
repeated representations on the following days for being 
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allowed to work, but no heed was paid to his representations. 
Thereafter he approached the Union, Bharatiya Koyala 
Khadan Mazdoor Sangh, who raised an industrial dispute on 
his behalf. He further stated that at first he was given 
wages at the rate of Rs, 2/- per day which were periodically 
increased and at the time when his services were terminated 
he was getting Rs. 5/- per day. 

It was stated on behalf of the management of the Colliery 
that Devendra Kumar Sharma was only an aprentice, and he 
left the Colliery of his own accord after completing the 
training period. After about one month, he came and asked 
for job but the management could not give him employment. 
It was denied that the management had stopped Sharma 
from work. It was further denied that Sharma had given 
an application for being allowed to work on the next clay 
following the alleged tei munition of his service viz. 
15-11-1971. 

The conciliation proceedings which were held on 
13-11-1972 ended in failure and thereafter the present 
reference was made to this Tribunal. 

The parties have produced oral and documentary evidence 
in support of their respective contentions. F..W.L Sri 
S. C. Mathur, Chief Engmeer of the Colliery, and E.W.2, 
Sri K. R. Mehta, the Manager of the Colliery, gave evidence 
on behalf of the management, while Devendra Kumar 
Sharma himself (W.W.l), Vijay Knmar (W.W.2), Kunji Lai 
(W.W.3) and Komal Prasad (W.W.4) came in the witness 
box to support the ease of the workman. Ex, E/3 is an 
application given by Devendra Kumar Sharma to the 
Manager of the Collieiy. It says : — 

“1 shall be obliged if I am allowed to get training in 
any of the aforesaid woi ks according to the vacancy 
available. 

I understand that the grant of any allowance during the 
period of my training shall be entirely on the dis- 
cretion of the management. It may be given at 
any time and it may be stopped at any tune. 

I further understand that I cannot lay any claim tor 
being provided with the job after I have mastered 
the woik in which I have leeeived training. 

I further understand that the period of my training 
shall be at the discretion of the management”, 

ft bears the endorsement of one Sri S. R. Srivastava that 
it was received on 12-11-1967. Sri S. C. Mathur (E.W.l) 
stated that the aforesaid endorsement was made by Sri 
S. R. Srivastava whom he knew and who was a cleik in the 
office. Another endorsement on the application (Ex,E/3A) 
saying “allowed as an unpaid app. ■ in Electric Depat. 
tcmooraiily” was made by the Manager of the Colliery. 
E.W.2, Sri K. R. Mehta, the Manager of the Colliery, stated 
that the aforesaid endorsement (Ex. E/3A) was made by 
him. Devendra Kumar Sharma admitted his signature in 
the application (Ex. E/3) but stated that he was made to 
sign it under compulsion about an year before November 
1971. He further stated that the application was taken by 
the Manager after obtaining his signature and he did not 
.understand the contents of the application which he was 
made to sign. He further denied any knowledge as to who 
had typed the application. He admitted that he had passed 
the Matriculation Examination. He further stated that he 
had not given any application for being appointed as an 
apprentice. It is difficult to believe the version of Devendra 
Kumar Sharma. He is sufficiently literate and it is very 
unlikely that he put his signature on the application in the 
manner as alleged by him without knowing its contents and 
he was made to do so under compulsion. If that had been 
so Devendra Kumar Sharma would have complained about 
it in his letter which he had sent to the Union (Ex. W/4). 
Iheie is no mention in the afoiesnid letter about his having 
been compelled to put his signature on the said application. 
I am not prepared to disbelieve (he evidence of E,W 1, Sri 
S. C. Mathur and E.W.2, Sri |K, R. Mehta which cleailv 
shows that the aforesaid application was made shortly befoic 
12-11-1967. Ex. E/4 is a certificate dated 24-10-1972 which 
was given by Sri K. R. Mehta (E.W.2), the Manager of the 
Colliery, to Devendra Kumar Sharma. It says that 

“Devendra Kumar Sharma s/o. Shri Sukhdayal Shariua 
has worked in this colliery from 12th November. 
1967 to 14th November, 1971 as a Electiical 
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Apprentice. In this period he has gained conside- 
rable experience in domestic wiring, Overhead line 
erection, Installation ol motors, starters and cable 
Jointing elc. This certificate is issued to enable 
him to appear in the Wireman’s Examination.” 

The certificate is also signed by the Chief Engineer, Sri 
S. C. Mathur. Devendra Kumar Sharma admitted that the 
aforesaid certificate was received by him. The aforesaid 
certificate shows that the relations between the Chief Engineer 
and the Manager of the Colliery were coidial with Devendra 
Kumar Sharma uptil 24-10-1972, Had his services been 
terminated in the manner as alleged by him on 15-11-1971 
it is unlikely that the Chief Engineer and the Manager would 
have given him the aforesaid certificate. Furthermore 
Sharma had applied for admission to the Wireman’s 
Examination. He was given the required certificate Ex. E/1. 
He admitted having received that certificate. The certificate 
itself bears his endorsement dated 27-10-1972. In the afore- 
said certificate the date of leaving his service is mentioned 
as 14-11-1971. The conduct of Sharma is said to be 
“good”. Ex. E/2 is Sharma’s application for admission to 
Wireman’s Examination. The aforesaid application shows 
that Sharma was not a qualified Wireman and he had sought 
admission to the Wireman’s Examination. Again the afore- 
said application (Hx, E/2) bears the signature of Sri S. C. 
Mathur, the Chief Engineer, dated 24-10-1972, This further 
shows that the relations between Sharma and the manage- 
ment had continued to remain cordiul upto 24-10-1972 and 
as indicated in the certificate Ex. E/1 he had left the seivice 
of the Colliery on 14-11-1971. Jt is very doubtful that an 
application, of which Ex. W/3 is a copy, was given by 
Sharma to the General Manager on 16-11-1971. If he had 
been stopped from duty ns was alleged in the aforesaid 
application dated 16-11-1971 it is unlikely that he would 
have got the aforesaid certificate from the management and 
his application for admission to the Wireman’s Examination 
would have been endorsed and forwarded in the manner as 
it was done by the management, 

Barring the statement of Devendra Kumar Sharma that 
Ex. W/3 and Ex. W/4 were copies of the applications given 
by him there is no evidence to show that in fact such appli- 
cations were made to the persons mentioned in the aforesaid 
copies. The incident which according to Sharma happened 
on 15-11-1971 resulting in the termination of his service has 
not been proved at all. Vijay Kumar Chourasia (W.W.2) 
stated that he was a co-worker of Sharma and that he was 
present at the time when Sharma was asked to do overtime 
work. He stated thut the slip (Ex. W/2) had been received 
from the Chief Engineer. He is a dismissed employee of the 
Newton Chickli Colliery. The charge against him was that 
he had assaulted an officer. He further stated that Sharma 
had given an application either to the Manager or the Chief 
Engineer, but he had not seen it and he did not remember 
as to whom it was given. He further stated that he did not 
know the contents of Ex. W/3. I am not prepared to place 
reliance on Chourasia's evidence. W.W.4, ,’Komal Prasad, 
was also working in the Colliery with Sharma. He supported 
Sharma’s case about the incident On 15-1 1-1971. Koinal 
Prasad is a partisan witness. He admitted that he was 
getting the wages of a General Mazdooi. He was a co- 
worker along with Sharma and was doing the work of motor 
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winding and as an Electiician since 1966. Thus there is no 
reliable evidence to support the workman’s contention that his 
service were abruptly terminated on 15-11-1971, in the manner 
as was alleged by him. On the Other hand, both Sri S. C. 
Mathur and Sri K. R. Mehta categorically stated that Sharma 
voluntarily left work. The aforesaid certificate and the 
applications made by the Sharma for admission in the 
Wneman’s Examination support the management’s contention 
that he had voluntarily lefl the service of the Colliery. There 
is no reliable evidence to support the workman’s contention 
that he had been appointed as a temporary workman. On 
the other hand, the evidence shows that he had been appoint- 
ed as an apprentice and had continued as such, It appears 
that the apprenticeship of the applicant had continued till he 
left the Colliery, 

The management has denied having made any payment by 
way of wages to the workman. It may be that he was 
getting some money during the period of his apprenticeship, 
but that did not alter his status as an appi entice in the 
colliery, 

1 have, therefore, no hesitation in holding that Sharma was 
not stopped from working in the Colliery as was alleged by 
him. He admitted that now he is employed in another 
Colliery as a General Mazdoor and is being paid as such. 
Sharma’s co-worker Komal Prasad W.W.4 admitted that he 
is still working in the Colliery as a General Mazdoor. The 
very fact that Sharma had applied for Wireman’s Certificate 
indicates that he was not a qualified Wireman. Sharma 
produced Kunji Eal in support of his contention that he and 
Vijay Kumar were working as Motor Winders in the Colliery 
Workshop and were doing repairing work. He admitted that 
the Colliery Workshop has two Sections, Mechanical and 
Electrical, and he himself was an Assistant Foreman in the 
Mechanical Section. Under these circumstances, he was not 
competent to speak about the work of Sharma who was 
evidently working in the Electrical Section of the Workshop. 
There is no substance in the workman’s contention that he is 
entitled to wages of Category V. 

My answer to the question referred to me are that 
Devendra Kumar Sharma left the Colliery of his own uccord 
and there was no question of stopping him from work by the 
management of the Colliery and he is not entitled to any 
telief. Furthermore his claim for being paid wages of 
Category V hHs no substance and he is not entitled to any 
relief on this ground also. Thus Devendra Kumar Sharma 
is not entitled to any relief whatsoever as claimed by him. 

I make my award accordingly. 1 make no order as to 
costs.

— In pursuance of section 17 of the Industrial 
Disputes AU, 1917 (14 ol 1947), die (ential Governmenl 
hereby publishes the following nwmd of Ihe Arbitrator in 
Ibe industnal dispute belween the employers in relation to 
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the Central Bank of India and their workmen, which was 
received by the Central Government on (he 15th June, 1973. 

IN THE MATTER OE ARBITRATION PROCEEDINGS 
IN THE INDUSTRIAL DISPUTE BETWEEN THE 
MANAGEMENT OF CENTRAL HANK OF INDIA AND 
THE ALL INDIA CENTRAL BANK STAFF FEDERATION 
OVER THE ALLEGED WRONGFUL TERMINATION OF 
SERVICES OF SHRI TILAK RAJ, CENTRAL BANK OF 
INDIA, FARIDABAD. 

The management of Central Bank of India, New Delhi 
represented by Shri M. L. Bhallu, Zonal Manager and the 
All India Central Bank Staff Federation, Ghaziabad repre- 
sented by Shri Tara Chand Gupta, Joint Secretary vide 
their arbitration agreement dt, 26-10-1972 referred the follow- 
ing dispute for my arbitration under Section 10 A of the 
J.D. Act, 1947 : — 

"Whether the action of the management of the Central 
Bank of India in treating the services of Shri Tilak 
Raj, Clerk, Faridabad branch as terminated w.e.f. 
25-3-1972 is justified. If not. to what relief is the 
workman entitled?” 

2. The abovesaid arbitration settlement was published by 
the Government of India vide their order dt. 22-12-1972. 

3. I culled upon the parties vide my letter dt. 12-1-1973 
to send a self-contained statement of the case within fifteen 
days endorsing simultaneously a copy to the opposite party 
and to submit a counter-statement on the statement of the 
opposite party within ten days of its receipt. The All India 
Central Bank Staff Federation submitted their statement vide 
their letter dt. 1-2-1973 and the management submitted the 
same, after applying for requisite extension of time, vide 
their letter dt. 12-2-1973. The counter-statement by the 
Federation was submitted vide their letter dt. 21-2-1973. 

4. I fixed a hearing of the parties in my office on 
8-3-1973 but the same could not be held as the represen- 
tative of the management was not in town. Further hearing 
was fixed for 21-3-1973 when the hearing was adjourned 
to 30-3-1973. The hearing on 30-3-1970 could not be held 
as the All India Central Bank Staff Federation represented 
that they had to attend a conciliation proceeding at Kanpur 
on that day before the Dy. CLC. Hearing was held on 
5-4-1973 and again on 21-3-1973, 

5. In the written statements filed by the All India Central 
Bank Staff Federation, it was stated that -Shri Tilak Raj 
was taken up in the employment of the Cei'lrul Bank of 
India by the Chief Agent of the Bank from 27-12-1971 and 
was posted at Faridabad office. Though originally he was 
appointed as a temporary hand for a certain period, his 
services weie placed against the permanent vacancy ol a 
Clerk at the Faridabad office of the Bank. 7 he services of 
the workman were not brought to an end on the expiry of 
the period of employment initially stipulated but were con- 
tinued after that period without any fresh or further letter 
of appointment. When the workman had completed more 
than three months continuous service against (lie permanent 
vacancy, (he workman on reporting for duty on 28-12-1972 
was not allowed to work but was told by (he Agent that 
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his services have been terminated on 25-3-1972. It was 
claimed that no order of termination of services was given 
to the employee on 25-3-1972 and 26-3-1972 being a holiday 
and the next being a bank holiday, the workman came to 
know of the termination of the services only on 28-3-1972. 

It was added that several other workmen had been similarly 
appointed by Bank at Faridabad office and their services 
too were terminated after varying periods of service over 
three months each ngalnst permanent vacancies. As a re- 
sult of a dispute raised by the workman, there was a 
settlement between the management and the Federation 
before the ALC(C), Delhi whereby the management 
agreed to take six out of the seven workmen about 
whom the dispute has been raised and only one Shri Tilak 
Raj was left out. The only reason given by the manage- 
ment for not including Shri Tilak Raj in the aforesaid settle- 
ment was thnt according to the management, Shri Tilak Raj 
had not completed 90 days of service at the time of the 
termination of his services. An industrial dispute was subse- 
quently raised by the Federation in the case of Shri Tilak 
Raj and the parties agreed to refer the matter to the arbi- 
tration of the undersigned. The contentions of the Federa- 
tion in the instant case in brief were as follows : — 

(A) As no order of termination of services of Shri Tilak 
Raj was served on 25-3-1972, his services could not be 
said to have been validly terminated as from that dale. 

(B) As the workman had worked up to 25-3-1972 and as 
till the dose of the work on that day his services had not 
been validly terminated, he should be deemed to have con- 
tinued in service on 26-3-1972 and 27-3-1972 which was 
Sunday and Bank Holiday respectively. It was only on 
28-3-1972 that he was told, albcitorally that his services 
were no longer required. According to the Federation, the 
workman had completed three months service tiff 27-3-1972. 

(C) Shri Tilak Raj had been working against a permanent 
vacancy of a Clerk at Faridabad for more than three months 
as aforesaid, 

(D) The management not having made any other arrange- 
ment for filling up the vacancy, the workman was entitled 
to be treated as permanent stuff in terms of Clause 20.8 
of the Bipartite Settlement dt. 19-10-1966. The workman did 
not faff within the definition of a ‘temporary workman’ us 
given in Clause 20.7 of the Bipartite Settlement. 

fE) The break in service, if any, given in the case of the 
workman was just artificial and mala fide aimed at prejudic- 
ing the continuity of his service and must be held to be 
illegal. 

(F) His services were never validly terminated in the eyes 
of law firstly because no order of termination as such was 
served upon him and secondly as no notice of termination 
as envisaged in para 522 of the Sastri Award was given 
to him or payment of notice pay tendered. 

6. The Federation prayed that the Arbitrator may be 
pleased to hold that the action of the management in treating 
the services of Shri Tilak Raj us terminated w.e.f. 25-3-1972 
was unjustified and Shri Tilak Raj he treated as continuing 
in service and confirmed on permanent staff, of the bank 
with all the consequential benefits. 
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7. The management's case, on the other hand, was that 
Shri Tilak Raj was appointed as a temporary clerk w.e.f. 
27-12-1971 and he continued to work us a temporary clerk 
at the Faridabnd Office with periodical breaks so that his 
service in all amounted to 86 days from 27-12-1971 to 
25-3-1972. In referring to the statement furnished by the 
management, it was found that there were breaks on 
16-1-1972, 4-2-1972 and 4th and 5th March, 1972. It was 
added that the salary for the period 6-3-1972 to 25-3-1972 
was credited to his account on 23-5-1972 itself on which 
date his services were dispensed with. It was added that it was 
the practice of the Bank at Faridabad Office to pay off the 
salary on the day the services of a temporary employee, 
arc no longer required. The management claimed that front 
the above statement it was evident that the workman had 
been paid on 25-3-1972 itself as the Branch no longer re- 
quired his services after that date. It was further added 
that as the Bank had not utilised the employee's service 
on 28-3-1972 and had dispensed with his service on 25-3-1972 
itself, the question of treating the employee in service on 
26th and 27th March. 1972 did not arise, it was stressed 
that the management did not allow the employee to work 
more than 91 days, The management also referred to Clause 
20.8 of the Bipartite Settlement and averred that the Settle- 
ment does not automatically confer on an employee the 
right of permanent absorption in the Bank just because he 
had worked for more than three months in a permanent 
vacancy, ft simply provided that the Bank shall make ar- 
rangement for filling up a permanent vacancy within a 
period of three months during which period they may appoint 
a temporary workman and if such temporary workman is 
eventually selected for filling up the vacancy the period of 
such temporary employment will be taken into account as 
part of the probationary period. There wus no right con- 
ferred on the employee under Clause 20.8. 

8. All the abovesaid contentions of the Bank were challeng- 
ed by the All India Central Bank Federation in their counter- 
statement dt. 21-3-1973. On the other hand, the contentions 
of the Federation were not contradicted by the management 
as no counter statement was received from them at all. 

9. During the personal hearing, the depositions of the parties 
were more or less on the lines taken by them in their written 
statements. The management, however, drew the attention 
of the Arbitrator to the Award of the Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal No. 2 Dhunbad in the case of State 
Bank of Bikaner and Jaipur V, its workmen reported in the 
Gazette of India Fait II Section 3 Sub-Section (ii) dt. 12th 
August, 1972. at page 3137 wherein it was held by the 
Tribunal that though para 20.8 of the Bipartite Settlement 
says that a temporary appointment nv.de to fill a permanent 
vacancy shall not exceed a period of three months and during 
that period the Bank shall make arrangement for filling up 
the vacany pcinianently, it does not say that if for any 
icason, the appointment exceed (he period of three months 
the incumbent automatically enters into probationary period. 
The Bank contended that in the instant case, no right has 
accrued to Shri Tilak Raj. in the hearing held 21-5-1973, 
the Federation inriLed the attention of the Atbitrator to the 
award of the Central Government Industrial Tribunal No. 2. 
Bombay published in the Gazette of India dt. 28-4-1973 Part II 


Section 3 (ii) whereby S/Shri M. S. Shindc and N. G, Jadhao 
of Central Bank of India who hud put in four to five months 
of service with artificial breaks ranging from five to seven 
days each were held to be entitled to reinstatement. They also 
cited the settlement brought about by the ALC(C), Delhi 
between the management of the Central Bank of India and 
the Central Bank Employee Union whereby six temporary 
employees who had put in varying periods of service were 
to be taken back in the Bunk’s ser vice as confirmed employees 
from the date they report for duty after the said settlement. 

10. 1 find that no serious contention has been made by 
the management to allege that the vacancy was not a perma- 
nent nature and Clause 20.8 of the Bipartite Settlement is 
not applicable to the instant case. Thcrefote. the question 
that fulls for my determination is whether the services of 
Shri Tilak Raj were terminated by the management on 
25-3-1972 and, if so, whether it was justified. 

11. In fact, during the hearing the management have not 
addressed themselves to the question of justification of ter- 
mination of services of Shri Tiiak Raj from 25-3-1972. All 
that they have argued is the effect of such termination taking 
the termination, as if, to be granted, It is common ground 
that no written order wus issued lo Shri Tilak Raj terminating 
his services. While the management has averred that they 
informed the workman verbally, the workman has denied the 
same. The Bank management produced the evidence of 
Shri Kuldip Singh, Agent of the Bank who at the crucial 
lime was functioning at the Agent of the Faridabad Brunch. 
The witness stated that it was the usual practice of the 
Bank to credit Ihe salary of an employee to his bank 
account and in the instant case, the salary of Shri Tilak 
Raj was credited on 25-3-1972. On questioning about the 
reason for the termination, the witness stated that the Central 
Bank Zonal Office had directed the Agent, Central Baijk- 
of India, Faridabad lo terminate the services of all tem- 
porary employees and it was in pursuance of the said 
order that the services of Shri Tilak Raj among others were 
terminated. He stated that the total strength of the Branch 
was 11 or 12 clerical staff and as per the abovesaid direction 
of the Central Bank Zonal Office, the Agent terminated the 
services of four temporary employees. It was added that 
the termination was necessary because the Bank was going 
to hold a test for regular appointment in the Bank. The 
test was held in June, 1972. From Ihcse facts, to my 
mind, it becomes clear that there wus no immediate cause 
for terminating the services of Shri Tilak Raj along with 
others without causing serious dislocation in work due to 
sudden depletion in staff strength to the extent of about 
33 per cent and the termination even if it was effected was 
simply to preclude the workman from completing three 
months of service. As regards the termination itself. 1 am 
not prepared to accept the management’s contention that 
the termination was effected orally. To my mind, oral 
termination does not mean anything. Moreover, the manage- 
ment has not even cared to prove by production of their 
ledgers etc. that the pay of the employee was credited on 
25-3-1972 itself. F.ven if the same had been proved, all 
what jt would have shown is that his pay was credited 
on that day but not whether it was as a result of termination 
of ser vice. I find that not even the voucher crediting the 
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salary of Shri Tilak Raj to his account on 25-3-1972 was 
got noted by Shri Tilak Rai. Since the Bank itself main- 
tains the account of Shri Tilak Raj and any credit to his 
account is possible without the same being brought to his 
notice, he cannot be held to be const! actively aware of 
the ci edit to his account and of the alleged termination of 
his service. The employee has further stated that he came 
to know of the termination of his services on reaching the 
office after two days of holidays on 28-3-1972 and then 
he took up the matter with the Agent and having got no 
redress, he sought the help of the Federation. I have no 
reason to doubt his statement. I, therefore, hold that the 
Bank was not justified in treating the services of Shri Tilak 
Raj, Clerk, haridabnd Branch as terminated w.e.f. 25-3-1972. 

12. As regards the lclicf, there is no denying the fact 
that pain 2tk8 of the Bipartite Settlement uoes not state 
specifically that a woikmnn who is allowed to continue 
temporarily in a peimanent vacancy will be deemed to be 
confirmed automatically. At the same time, I feel that 
the fact that it has been made incumbent upon the Bank 
to fill up a permanent vacancy within three months and 
the failure of the Bank to do so means an injury to a 
workman, the workman must have some remedy udder the 
law of the land. The Bank management* cannot be allowed 
to violate this provision flagrantly and at the same time 
contend that no right accrues to the opposite party. Every 
injury, in Ihw, has a remedy and it Is high time the 
Bank managements should be made aware of their obliga- 
tion even if it is at their cost. Though I would be inclined 
to award some relief for the long period of unemployment 
of the workman from March, 1972 till date. I feel the ends 
of justice will be met if the workman is taken back in 
employment by the Bank immediately and deemed as con- 
filmed fiom the day he reports for duty. 

13, I award accordingly.
